"AS THE EDITOR SEES IT 


THE PRICE OF FOLLY. 

The world is paying the price of its folly to-day, and the price is exceed¬ 
ingly large, it is appallingly great. 

* * * * 

Over in Servia the folly of a half-witted dupe of unscrupulous plotters 
resulted in the assassination of a worthless archduke. That shot, conceived 
in hatred and executed in the blindness of folly, has plunged half the world 
into the bloodiest and most gigantic war of all history. It is devastating the 
fairest spots of Europe, making millions of widows and orphans, prostituting 
humanity, and transforming a land of peace and happiness into the mire of 
misery and degradation. Paying the price of folly! 

* * * * 

Mexico had a ruler in the person of General Porfirio Diaz. He was a 
man of blood and iron, whose simple word was a law unto itself, but he ruled 
wisely and well, or as much so as could be expected of any man in that 
illiterate country. His country was prosperous and laws were reasonably 
enforced. But folly crept in. Francisco Madero headed a successful revolu¬ 
tion. The old warrior president fled to Spain and death, Madero was pro¬ 
claimed president, and was promptly deposed and murdered by the minions 
of his chief general, Huerta. Carranza and Villa joined forces for the over¬ 
throw of Huerta, but the United States practically forced the Indian dictator 
to forsake his blood-stained laurels and flee the country. Carranza became 
the ruler and Villa promptly turned his guns against his erstwhile friend. 
Now Carranza is about at the end of his rope, with defeat and assassination 
as his probable reward. Mexican soil is soaked with blood, and the ground is 
strewn with the bones of its fallen sons. Had Diaz been left in peace the 
country would have continued to prosper and develop and grow, whereas to¬ 
day it is barren with the ashes of decay. Paying the price of folly! 

* * * * 

While the warring factions were operating in northern Mexico, outrages 
upon American citizens in that region became so frequent and the situation 
became so serious that President Taft sent our tiny army to the border as a 
warning to all evil-doers. He committed the error of stopping the forces at 
the border, and the warning went unheeded. Conditions became worse, and 
the heritage of our timidity is the contempt with which Mexicans view every¬ 
thing American. Mr. Wilson became president and failed to alter the mis¬ 
taken policy of his predecessor. Anti-American demonstrations continued, 
outrages upon our citizens became more frequent, and eventually culminated 
in an American expedition being landed at Vera Cruz. A salute to the Ameri¬ 
can flag was demanded of the Mexicans—and was never given. The American 
troops were soon withdrawn without accomplishing any results other than to 
increase the contempt of the Mexicans for the American people and the 
American army. Villa’s horde raided across the border and shot up Colum¬ 
bus, New Mexico. General Pershing was dispatched across the border with 
orders to “get Villa dead or alive.” It was the first sane order since the day 
Taft sent the troops to the border and committed the folly of stopping them 
there. But Pershing was hamstrung with diplomatic red tape and official 
timidity, and his expedition is a failure. 


* * * * 

Now other raids have occurred, our citizens have been murdered and 
kidnaped, Funston has demanded 50,000 National Guard troops, and he re¬ 
ceives the troops of Texas, New Mexico and Arizona, about 4000 in number. 
Had Taft sent his troops right on across the border, supported by the 129,000 
National Guardsmen, and followed by levies of volunteers, Mexico would have 
come to her senses in short order, for nothing impresses them as much as 
promptness and firmness. But the timidity and procrastination of two presi¬ 
dents has caused them to view us as a bunch of cowards who are beneath 
their contempt, until now nothing will ever restore order along our border 
but intervention and a long and bloody war of pacification and occupation.

AN APPEAL FOR SUPPORT. 

(Continued from Page 1.) 

but there may be others who have 
objections to a bond issue. Therefore, 
we will try to answer the objections 
as we know them to exist. 

The first of these is usually the one 
which the present size of our high 
school calls for. People say that $66,- 
000 is too large a sum to spend in 
the education of so few pupils. It does 
seem a great deal, but we are sure 
that before we get through you will 
be convinced that the people will get 
adequate returns for their investment. 
The growth of our high school has 
been steady. Next year we shall have 
nearly fifty pupils. We might have 
had more at the present time if we 
had * had the accommodations that 
other high schools offer. As it is, 
we had nearly 80 per cent of the 
grammar school graduates. The 
grammar school has doubled in size 
in the last five years, and in two 
years from the present time will 
graduate fifty. We expect to have at 
least forty of these pupils in our high 
school. 

Then, too, we might have San Bruno 
pupils coming to us instead of going 
to San Mateo, if we had the high 
school that could offer like advan¬ 
tages. There are usually graduating 
classes of about twenty pupils in San 
Bruno. These would naturally come 
here, for it would be cheaper, nearer 
home, and if we had our new high 
school it would be equally advan¬ 
tageous. 

Each pupil who comes to our high 
school means $75 of state and county 
aid. It can be easily seen that this 
would lessen the taxes of the towns¬ 
people for the current expenses of the 
school. 

Another objection raised is that the 


| town needs a new grammar school 
j rather than a high school. Perhaps 
i they do not know that the building 
! the high school now occupies is a 
j grammar school building which is 
I large enough to house the grammar 
school pupils for a number of years 
to come. The high school is already 
too cramped for room. The chemistry 
laboratory is in a ten by twelve room 
in the girls’ basement of the grammar 
school. The pupils have no dressing- 
rooms or cloak-rooms of any kind, 
and we are sure you realize how crude j 
that is. • 

If we had a new high school build¬ 
ing, the upper grades could be housed 
in it when the overcrowded conditions 
forced them to find new quarters.. 
This might be a good plan, too, for it ! 
would stimulate an interest in the ! 
high school and make grammar school ! 
pupils eager for higher education. 

An objection in which all taxpayers | 
will be interested is that of added 
taxes. The average taxpayer will not 
pay more than one and a half ($1.50) 
dollars more a year. It will increase 
property valuations in the town if one 
could say that there was a good high 
school here. This would lessen the 
relative amount of each taxpayer. Be¬ 
sides, the taxes are decreasing each * 
year, for the bonds are being paid off j 
each year. The pupils who had their ! 
education here will help to pay the 
taxes, for they will be better able to 
do good work. 

The new high school will be a < 
benefit to the general public. Busi- ; 
ness men will buy property in a pro¬ 
gressive town. A good high school 
does much to establish the impression | 
of a prosperous and growing town. A 
man will live where he can best edu¬ 
cate his children, and in this age one 
does not consider a grammar school 
education enough for his children. 

The assembly hall of the proposed 


building will be of benefit to the en¬ 
tire neighborhood. It is to be 
equipped with a moving picture ma¬ 
chine, and the quantities of pictures 
obtainable for educational purposes 
will open new fields of vision to the 
public. These pictures and the lec¬ 
tures accompanying them may be had 
from the United States government 
for the express charges. Then, too, 
the assembly hall may be used to 
earn money for the town, for the as¬ 
sembly hall of Berkeley high school 
is engaged for lectures and so forth 
almost every night. 

The question of athletics must be 
considered. That we do not spend all 
our time and thought on athletics is 
clearly indicated by the fact that the 
university authorities will accept our 
recommendations after examining 
only three years’ of our work; that is, 
if our townspeople show that they 
back up the work done, by giving us 
adequate facilities. Most secondary 
schools work several years after they 
have graduates before they are ac¬ 
credited. 

But athletics are necessary to ado¬ 
lescents, and proper place and atten¬ 
tion should be given to this matter. 
Through athletics the young folks 
meet other school boys and girls. It 
is a good means of teaching them how 
to be good hosts and hostesses. Then 
defeats and victories are good, for 
they develop the very good qualities 
of being good victors and “losers.” A 
love of fair play is engendered. A 
boy or girl who is athletic feels more 
like studying, for he or she has an 
active body in keeping with an active 
mind. Boys who are considered the 
best athletes by their" fellow-students 
are urged to study, for only those 
whose work is over the SO per cent 
grade can take part in atlUetics. 

In conclusion we, the members of 
the South San Francisco high school 
student body, ask your co-operation— 
individually and collectively—in help¬ 
ing us to obtain our new high school 
building. You can do this by answer¬ 
ing the objections to the bond issue 
and by getting the voters enough in¬ 
terested to go to the polls and to vote 
for the bonds.

A Resolution of tlie Board of Trustees 
of the City of South San Francisco 
Declaring 1 Its Intention to Improve A 
Street, B Street, C Street, D Street, 
1st Street, 2nd Street and 3rd Street. 


Tne amendment to allow “verbal 
solicitation” by taxi drivers and hotel 
runners at the Ferry building was 
adopted by the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors without dissent and on an 
agreement that if it were found after 
a trial of thirty or sixty days that dis¬ 
order and boisterous noise resulted from 
the change strict regulations would 
again be enforced. 

The appeal of Amador county for 
State aid in the matter of improving 
and maintaining the road that follows 
the old Kit Carson trail through Ama¬ 
dor into Alpine county has been met 
with ready response by the State Board 
of Control, which announced that it 
would spend $3 for every $1 spent by 
Amador county up to $5000 in the im¬ 
provement of the highway. 

Adoption of resolutions pledging the 
support of a constituency of 150,000 
members in California for the end of 
the State liquor traffic and the selec¬ 
tion of Oakland as the meeting place 
for the golden jubilee convention in 
1917, formed the principal action of the 
State Sunday-school convention in the 
closing sessions of a three-day confer¬ 
ence in Fresno. 

According to a report which has 
been filed by the city treasurer of Vi¬ 
salia there remains in the sewer fund

That concrete curbs and concrete side¬ 
walks be constructed on both sides of 
those portions of 1st Street, 2nd Street, 
3rd Street, A Street, B Street, and C 
Street hereinbefore designated, and 
upon the westerly side of that portion 
of 1> Street hereinbefore designated; 

That oiled macadam pavement be 
constructed from curb to curb in those 
portions of 1st Street, 2nd Street, 3rd 
Street, A Street, B Street, and C Street 
hereinbefore designated; 

That sewers with all appurtenances, 
manholes, lampholes, wyes, and lateral 
sewers be constructed in the following 
streets at the places indicated upon tiie 
map hereinafter referred to, which map 
constitutes a part of the plans for doing 
said work;

PROCEEDINGS OF 
THE COUNTY BOARD 
OF SUPERVISORS 


The county board of seupervisors 
met in regular session in Redwood 
City on Monday, May 15th last, and 
disposed of considerable business, 
among which was the following: 

The minutes of the special called 
meeting of April 1st and the meetings 
of the 4th, 6th and 8th were read and 
approved. 

Supervisor MacBain addressed the 
board and stated that he had received 
three bids for oiling eight and one- 
lialf miles of the new La Honda road 
from the summit to the fifth township 
line, the lowest of which was 16.6 
cents per square yard, from Blan¬ 
chard, Brown & Co. 

The contract was awarded to the 
above firm. 

A communication was received from 
Ernest W. Jakobs of San Francisco, 
asking the board to take some action 
toward repaying him for the damage 
done his home at Farallone on account 
of the breaking of the fill at that 
place during the severe storm last 
January. The damage, according to 
an itemized statement submitted by 
Mr. Jakobs, amounted to $538.15. 

The matter was upon motion re¬ 
ferred to District Attorney Swart. 

At the suggestion of the latter, it 
was ordered that a committee, con¬ 
sisting of two members of the board, 
view the Jakobs premises in company 
with the owner and determine to the 
satisfaction of the county the actual 
amount of damage done. 

The chairman thereupon appointed 
Supervisors Brown and Francis to 
serve in that capacity. 

A communication was read from the 
department of commerce, extending 
an invitation to the county’s weights 
and measures official to the eleventh 
annual conference on weights and 
measures, which is to be held in 
Washington, D. C., May 23d, 24th, 25th 
and 26th. 

District Attorney Swart reported 
that he had taken up with J. Early 
Craig, one of the attorneys in the 
Moore estate at Peseadero, the matter 
of securing a right of way for the 
Pescadero-San Gregorio road over the 
Moore ranch, and had been informed 
that owing to the fact that two of the i 
minor heirs to the estate were fight- ! 
ing the sale of the ranch, it would be 
impossible to purchase the right of 
way for the road. 

In order to assist them in drawing 
up the proper traffic ordinance for the | 
mountain roads of the county, the I 
supervisors instructed Engineer Neu¬ 
man to secure the assistance of the 
state engineering department in ob¬ 
taining the necessary information and 
data relative to different kinds of road 
construction. 

Surveyor Neuman reported that 
Contractor McReynolds was not mak¬ 
ing satisfactory progress in his con¬ 
tract for the construction of the 
Halfmoon Bay road from Crystal 
Springs lakes to Halfmoon Bay. 

Upon motion, the clerk was in¬ 
structed to notify McReynolds that 
extensions of time would not be 
granted him for the construction of 
the road. 


Talks on Banking 

(American Bankers’ Association) 

>o. 9—Reconciling Tour Bank Ac¬ 
count.) 

If you keep a checking account with 
a bank it Is important both to you 
and to the bank to know that your 
accounts agree. Errors are liable to 
be made on both sides. A deposit 
that should have gone to your account 
may have been credited to one with 
a similar name, and likewise a check 
may have been wrongly charged 
against your account. Forgeries may 
have been committed through your 
checks, and errors incidental to keep¬ 
ing a large number of accounts are 
always possible. It becomes impor¬ 
tant, therefore, to frequently adjust 
your balance with that of the bank, 
both for the sake of protection and 
for the sake of accuracy. 

A great many banks balance the 
pass book when left for this purpose, 
by listing on the adding machine the 
paid checks, deducting the amount 
from the total of the deposits, the dif¬ 
ference representing the amount on 
deposit. Other banks now issue a 
monthly statement in the form of a 
typed sheet, containing all deposits 
made and checks paid, with the bal¬ 
ance sheet. This obviates the neces- 
j sity of balancing the pass book, which 
becomes merely a memorandum of de¬ 
posits made. 

Whatever the method, you should 
not delay reconciling the balance. It 
j is easily to be seen that the bank’s 
i balance will not agree with your 
1 check book, by reason of the fact that 
you have issued checks which may 
not have been presented for payment. 
It is a good plan to consider every 
check issued as immediately paid, and 
deducted from your bank balance. If 
you do this, you will never be de¬ 
ceived as to the condition of your ac¬ 
count. 

Number all checks consecutively 
and when returned from the bank 
arrange them numerically, and check 
them as to amount with the check
